Mat it please your Grace, 

I had the honour of submitting, on the 30th of July, 1875, a Return of the acreage 
under Flax in 1874 and 1875, and on the 13th of August following, General Abstracts, 
showing the extent under the various crops, and the number of live stock in 1874 and 
1875, by Counties and Provinces ; the Abstracts also contained an Appendix in which 
were given extracts from the works of the late Sir John Sinclair, Professor Buckman, 
and other eminent writers, as to the great importance of extirpating weeds. I beg 
now to bring under your Grace’s consideration, Tables which give the estimated average 
produce of the principal crops, and the total emigration from Ireland in 1875. 

The TabldS fAlating to the average produce of the crops per acre, have been carefully Mode of col- 
compiled from information obtained by members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and lecting the 
of the Metropolitan Police from practical farmers and other persons qualified to form p r e 0 ^j° e _ 
an opinion as to the yield in that electoral division, with the cultivation and soil of which 
they were acquainted. The names and residences of the parties affording information are 
stated by the Enumerators on the Returns when furnished. 

Copies of these Returns were forwarded to the Chairman . and Board of Guardians of 
each Union, for revision, and I have the satisfaction of stating, that out of 3,438 the 
entire number of electoral divisions in Ireland — the Returns furnished by the Enumerators 
were altered by the Guardians in 704 cases only, thereby testifying to the general 
accuracy of the information, regarding the yield of the several crops, upon which the 
tables of produce hereto annexed have been compiled. Prior to 1856 the 1 'ates of produce 
were procured solely through the medium of the Constabulary, for Sub-Inspectors 
districts, instead of Electoral Divisions as at present. This arrangement was adopted 
in 1856, with a view to insure greater accuracy in the Returns ;.the Electoral Division 
beino- of much smaller area, an increased number of average rates was obtained, and 
thus & additional means were afforded for arriving at a more accurate return of the actual 
produce of the several crops. . , , , , , , r ,, 

V The acreage uiider crops published in the “ General Abstracts has been carefully 
revised so that the following Tables are as approximately correct as can be expected 

it^rops"* 1875. a* compared with 1874, show, in cereal crop, an 
increase under oats of 20,970 acre, of barley of 22,296 acre, and of here and rye of 
429 acre, and a decrease under wheat of 28,983 acres. In green crop, potatoes increased 
by 8,161 acres, turnips decreased by 1,050 acres. In other erop, flax deceased by 5 733 
acres, mangel wurzel increased by 4,947 acre, cabbage by 1,762 acre, and bay by 37,997 
acres. 



The crops which show an increased estimated average produce per acre in 1875, com- 
pared wlth P 1874, are-oats 1-8 cwt., rye 1-8 cm., turnips 2-7 ton, mangel wurzel 2'5 ton, 
cabwTl'S tons, hay 0-4 ton, and flax 8'5 stones. The crops which give a decrease in

in oats the increase is 1,044,673 quarters, in barley 47,794 quarters, and in rye 4,841

total yield in Tables II. and III. ; and a comparison of the average produce of the crops 
per acre in each county and province in 1874 and 1875, in Table IV. ; and in Table Y. 
is given the total extent under the principal crops, the total produce, and the estimated 
average yield per acre, for each year from 1851 to 1875, inclusive. 

There can be no doubt that if due attention were bestowed on the destruction of weeds, 
the lands of Ireland would afford a largely increased yield; but, unfortunately, luxuriant^ 
crops of weeds , which are to be seen in almost every part of the country during Summer 
and Autumn, not only rob the farmer himself, but often inflict a vast amount of injury on 
his neighbour. It has been estimated that the money loss to this country from the above 
cause exceeds a million and a half sterling.

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METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS. Meteoroiogi- 

In connexion with the Agricultural Statistics, I beg to give the following abstract ^aons!* 
(Table VI.) of the Meteorological Observations registered at the Ordnance Survey Office, 
jfn the Phoenix Park, during the year 1875, for which I am indebted to the courtesy of 
Colonel Wilkinson, R.E. 

The barometer stood highest in 1875 on the 31st of March, at 9.30 p.m. — wind calm — 
when it was 30634 inches ; it was lowest on the 24th of January, at 3.30 p.m. — wind 
W . — when it was 28 '773 inches. The highest temperature of the air during the year was 
77*9 degrees of Fahrenheit, on 14th of May, and the lowest 15*5 degrees, on Decem- 
ber 5th. The greatest quantity of rain which fell in a day (24 hours) was 1/555 inches, 
on the 26th October — the wind being S.E. The point from which the wind prevailed 
during the year was the S. W. ; it blew from that direction 83 days, with an average 
pressure of 3‘52 lbs. per square foot. The strongest wind was from the S.W., on 24th 
January and 26th September, when the pressure was 25 lbs. per square foot.
